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(54) TOIe: A PEOPLE NErWORKlNG AND LOCATING SYSTOM 



(57) Abstract: The present invention relates to a people networking system (PNS). The system allows users to locate people with the 
same interests as them, or to find people who would satisfy a current need (e.g. a job vacancy), llie system can make use of existing 
telecommunication and networiking services as well as the Internet, WAP, GPS, and other protocols to provide location information, 
tcmativcly, various locations may have card readers installed at which users update their "location" field in the database by swiping 
eir card through the reader. Micromaps can also be provided to further pinpoint the user's location. Each user of the system 
provides a persona] profile of their business, social or private interests. The users may login to the system via an Internet access 
device or a mobile phone and search the database for compatible matches may be obtained from either the system database or other 
participating networking services (eg a dating agency). Any matches may be sent a text message in which the sender's anonymity is 
preserved. The user aiay also subscribe to various services that deliver information depending of the user's location. Such services 
may deliver information regarding movies, taxis, performances, trafGc conditions, etc.

2. Fidd of Inveiition 

SatelX is a system that matdies, locates and networks people. 

This system builds on the matdunaldng aspects of current Intemet Dating and Im^est 
Group Services to inchide: matchmaking for business or general social purposes; a hub 
for different comonunication protocols for members of these groiq)^ and real time 
member location information. The syst^ buikls on current Location Based services by 
providing a platform indep^ident framework that can read all tdec(»nmimications 
protocols, isolate flse relevant information, process this information and respond to its 
users accordingly. 

3^ Satiimaie 

Consume mobility has driven technology into a wirdess era, with empl^s on 
information access and speedy at the txpesisc of information content. Consequently, 
remarkable tedmologies that provide speed and access remain iK>n*viabIe in llie general 
market because fhey are of little use to die mass and tend to be expen^ve novdti e& 

The challenge is to provide usefol content for the wirdess era. 

People netwoikii^ is big business and the Intmet is the leading tool for dectranic people 
networking. Connecting with die right peojde/business is at the heart of the 
telecommunications industry. Wh^faer peiscxial or professional, networking is impoitant 
to most of us. Profes^onal sodedes, business meetings/conventions, social dubs, 
(niobile)phones, dating services, phone directories^ emails, maps and many other devices 
feciUtate our ability to connect vAlh others. 

Non^eless the prior ait systems 'm communicatioii leave us helpless in many req)ects. 
In a wireless era the power of the Intern^ to network people must be translated into 
imm ediate, &ce to foce oppcvtunities for peofde to network on the move. 

5. J People Matching 

As successful as the Intemet Dating service has been to our c^>adty to meet ctffaers, it is 
limited to virtual cormnurncations and has not accounted for business n^oridng 
opportunities. Matchmaking remains via the Internet and emails until we actually meet 
our newfound 'friend* or business colleague. The popularity of "Smgles Balls*' testifies to 
the public demand for easier/casual meaing enviromnents. 

Ironically, existing enviromnents lose the benefits of Intemet &cilitated meeting because 
we don*t know ^o is who and vAxzX interesta/thoughtsfintentions surround us. 
We may b e at the t>ar oblivious to the person next to iis, and that person is in &ct the best 
candidate for a job we seek to fill Our perfect matdii may be four steps to the left and we 
will never know. 

Everyone is tired of the 'meat-market' mcntaHty of bars etc. where any ^>proacfa for a 
conversation will likely be perceived as a "come-on" or conversely sometimes it would be 
useful to wear a sign above oin- heads saying-"! am happily with a partner and I seek

Summaiy 

SatdX is a dynamic, platform-independent, mles-based people matching and locatibt^ 
service. It sits on top of location based technologies such as <5PS, Bhictoofli, WAP and 
Wireless Packet Data. See Diagrams A and B 

The key to this system is the use of a uso" controlled 'Location' field in an intelligent 
database 4at change in teal time as the uscar moves into or from a particular locstioa The 
chaise may be initiated by the usct, oc automatic. This field becomes a Wghly important 
fector in iankii« the compatibility of two users in a matdiing service^ delivering location 
relevant infi>nnation services to the user or simply informing group members of each 
other's v^ereabouts. 

The secondary aspect to SatelX is the use of *Micron^s\ Tliese are digital plans of 
actual venues orothwareaswidi detailed location points that correspond to the location 
field of the SatdX database. 

Using links to interoal and ext&rml profile-matching databases, SatelX delivers dectrraic 
people-networking to people on the move. This scavice enables the user to immediately 
kxate and networic with people Aey know or may want to know. SatelX alerts the us€r*s 
mobile phone or oflier device v/besi scHneone v^o matches the user's selection criteria 
walks mto the same venue as the user's location or into a venue <m the other ffl^ 
whatever is ^pedfied by the user. See diagram C for flowchart on how to use SatelX 
The SK^ce fiirthcr lends itself to the provision of mfbrmation services that are location 
relevant, such as entertainment, seminars, confanem^s or even traffic condhions within 
the usesr's vidnity OTalong the user's micromap route to work. 
With this service, the user chooses everything: ^o can access their profile or location, 
who they warn to meet or stay in ttmch with, what infbrination servi^ 
bands, films or other entertainment. 

SatdX is accessible via standard mobile phones, all WAP devices and the Intemet. 



Claims 

1. A coniput^-implemented system for locating people in transit and ma^ 
information services or other people, the system comprising: 

a) a Central intdHgent database and authentication server connects 

any such method of distributed microcomputer intemetwoAing as may be deemed 
^propriate; 

b) a pUirality of local servers connectable to the main database and authentication server 
via a distributed area network, each of tiie local servers accessible via a telephone 
connected to atdephone network; 

c) a computer application that reads text messages fix)m mobile phones and translates 
this text mto information that is processed by an intelligent database; 
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d) a computer appiication tbat scads usefid information from the said database to mobile 
phones; 

e) a conqnjter application that translates Global Position 

that relates to the i?A«reabouts of actual venues, business, locations and other data 
. use&l to the average person in finding c^er people or businesses. 

f) a computer plication that translates Blue roodiCoK>rdinalesint^ 

relates to the wher^bouts of actual venues, businesslQcations and oBier data useful to 
the average person in finding other people or businesses. 

g) a conq)uterappKcation that translates Radio Packet 

relates to the \**ereabouts ©factual venues, business locations and other data usefiil to 
Ae average person in fiinding other people or businesses. 

h) a computer ^plication that translates location Co-ordinates in any fonn into 
information that rdates to the whereabouts of actual venues, business locations and 
oliier data usefid to the average person in finding otbo^ people or businesses. 

i) a database tlfflt contains a chai^g'IXH^ation* field that relates 
user and is changeable by the user 

i) a database and Webate with links to existing and potential inte^ 
databases of user information; 

k) a database to is flexible, enabling users to determine their own fields, pai^^ 

these fields and whedier the fields are 'on' or 'off durii^ use; 
1) a database tto records the user's infbrmatiOT for whatever pCTi 

user, providing certain safety services to the usa; 

m) di^ maps ofgeneral and q)ecific areas taken fi-om architectural plans 

means) of actual venues or i^ons that contin location points relevant to a searchable 
database; 

n) a computer based 'noticd)oard\ the web interface for usii^SateDC See 
o) ctet-room service similar in nature to existing IntOTiet 'chat-room' fedlities available 
onthelnteniet; 

p) links to various mfwination services that provide inform 
interests and locadoa 

q) a network ofpok«- machines that is linked to the SatelX servo-, 
r) a network of card-rcaders used for authraitication and identification purposes; 
s) a magnedc user identification card for use in the card readers; 
t) a network of SateiX recognised location pcints di^laymg codes televant to that 
location 

wherem the combmation of each of the local servers, means of access and the main 
computer provides for a particular user^ to update at least a portion of the database. 

2. A system as in Claim 1 wherein the combination of each of the local serva?^ 

access and the nmin con5)uter provides for a particular user to search at least a portion 
of the database and locate other users at that present time. 

3. A system as in Clmm l^tt*erein the combination of each of the local ser^ 
access and the main confer pnmdes for a particular user to leave messages for 
other users on at least a portion of the database. 

4. A system as in Claim Iwherdn the combination of eadi of the local servers, means of 
access and the main computer provides for a particular user to establish statistics in 
relation to venues. 

5. A qrstem as in Claim 1 wha^n the user information is recorded for a minimum 
period for safety reasons. Thus, it provides 'last seen' ioformation, a considerable 
safety aspect and aid to locating missing persons.

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6. A system as in Qaiin 1 that enables users to create nuiberous profiles against one 
means of access. Thus, a user may switch profiles 'on* or *o£P via one mobUe phone, 
smart card, wireless Internet access device or other device. 

7. A qrstem as in CMml that enables users to login to SatelX via any mobile 
receive ranked lists of con^atible matches in relation to their usar profile and current 
location, and contact prefenred matches. 

8. A system that links user-identification sofhvare for poker machines to 
server or any server that can otherwise use that information to identify a user* s 
compatibility ranking against a set of diaract^stics. 

9. A system that links user-identification software for pokCT machines to the SatdX 
server or any server that can otherwise use that information to locate that user. 

10. A systm as in Claim 1 that incorporates the unique use of poker machines to access 
the Internet directly or by other means. 

IL A system as in Claim 1 that incorporates the unique use of poker machines to access 
the SatdX server or other similar servers via the Intamet, directly or by oAer means. 

12. The use of a 'Location' field in an hrtelligent database that relates to actual venues or 
points within a venue^ 

a) The locations being progranmied into the database in formats readable by VOT 
telecomnumication protocols 

b) The location fiddsdiangeable by the user via a login procedure 

c) The location fiddbdng used in conjunction wrdi other user characterise 
user coniq^atibility^vith other users per user location. SeelXagramE 

13. The use of mobile text, or Short Message Service, to conmuinicate to a database for 
the purpose of matching a user's charactw profile and/or location against other users. 

14. The use of identification cards in conjimction with venues^ peopli^-matching and 
locating databases. 

15 . The use of card readers in conjunction with people matching and locating databases. 

16. The construction of computer based 'micro-maps' of areas which detail: 

a) sections 

b) areas of a town/dty or other r^OD 

c) busmesses 

d) venues 

e) seatixig 

f) travel routes 

g) any practical details as may be required of the map 

for the purpose of pin-pointing the location of a user within the given m^ area to TWthin 
an appropriately small proximity radius. 

17. A network of database recognised location points displaying codes relevant to that 
location that can be used in conjunction with a database 'Location' field to locate an 
bdividual or business. 

18. The construction of a micromap service as in Claim 9 for the purpose of providing 
Inibrmailon services to the user relevam to the user^s interests and distance flx)m the user. 
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What is it? 

Satdx is a dynamic, platfonn-indq>endent, rules-based people locating 
system. 

Using links to profile-matching databases, Satebc delivers electronic 
people-networking and otho- location-relevant information services to 
people on the move. 

Satebc is a service framework that incorporates locationt-based 
technologies such as GPS, Bhietooth, WAP and Wireless Padcet Data - it 
does not compete with these technologies, it sits on top of them and gives 
them consumer value.

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On login, access and message param^ers are automaticaUy set for tibat memb^ and other usot in 
relation to that member. Members are able to screen who has access to then* messs^es or location by use 
of passwords and registration detaUs listing possible recipients. These filters are changeable at any time 
by the user.

Line 1 - John receives messages fiom RSVP members who meet his selection criteria (gender, dty 
age, mterests etcX unless otherwise screened by the sender. Sarah E. is letting male RSVP membere 
between know that she is heading to the Exchange hotel later that night. In Line 7 we see she gets there 
at 8: 1 1 pm. John can also cKck on the Exdiange.Hotel cdl to see some pictures of the venue. T»*ere it 
is, drink prices and special evoits. He can also reply to her gen^ message. 

Lane 2 -^his is John's work group. Stan reminds others in the group that the staflFBBQ is on tomorrow 
This IS an e-noticeboard message, meanmg that there is more to read by clickmg on the 'commem' 
cdl. Details of tiie BBQ, vrfio is bringing "vAat, who can/cannot make it etc. 

Lme 3 - This Micromap fimction is available in 2002. Jules is John's daughter. She simply swiped her 
card through a reader at a shopping mall to let eveiyone on her list know where she is. If she had 
swiped ft through a shop's eftpos machme, ft would have n^istered Jules at that shop. CUcking on the 
location "PC3, Belcon Mall" displays a mioom^ of the mall and i&ntifies Jules' location - see 
example diagram bdlow. 

line 4 - John is a member of the North Mdboume fooftall dub. The dub subscribed to Satdx, 
allowbg fts members varying levds of access to Satebc services, the sunplest being chib messages 
Footy Fredfi)ot posted an SMS on Satebc for aU ckb members - he is at the MCG, Bay 13 Row A. In 
2002 a micromap of the stadhun will show John the best access route to Bay 13. See below. 

Line 5 - Tommy is John's son. WhUst John can see where Tommy togged m, John needs a password 
to read Tommy's messages. This gives Tommy a Ifttle privacy yet it lets dad (and all Tommy's mates) 
know he is. ^ 



Line 6 -RSVP member Jdlybaby meets John's criteria and his mobile phone is notified the momem 

die swipes her card on entering the venue. He then looks up her profile on the Intemet Kiosk at the 
bar, sees the picture and identifies Jdlybaby sfttmg at a table. He can leave a message for Jdlybaby or 
even speak to her direcUy . Intemet access via Kiosks at venues will cost between $1 -2 per 5 mmutes. 

John need not waft to be notified of new RSVP arrivals and may instead amply view a list of all RSVP 
members currently at the same or nearby venues. Conversely, his last RSVP contart may not want hhn 
to know heri^^iereabouts and so blodcs this information. 

Line 7 - Sarah E. arrives at the Exchar^e Hotd. She has a partner and simply wants to meet new 
people. 

Line 8 - message is fiT>m Krazykid. He is in Canberra and logged on at Klhi Tavern at 9pm A simple 
messa^ requinng a simple reply, not an e-noticdward message. John did not make ft to Canbrna. 

Lines 9 & 10 - John subscribes to these information services. 

Lute 11 - Sheena met John previously. She sent a private message to him via Satdx. 

Line 12 - Satdx is ntgotiating tbt involvemem of prominent taxi companies in some chies An SMS 
via Satebc will register the user's location and destination details immedialdy on the taxi database 
wfthout needuig to go through a base-operator. The closest taxicab collects the customer 



Line 13 - Services such as www blueskvfi-oe com an offer email and SMS interfece services between 
standard mobiles and the Intemet 
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line 14 - By dicking 'Galagirl' John can go straight to her RSVP profile on the RSVP site. If he likes 
what he sees, he returns to his Satelx screen and assesses the venue by choking on 'Olim's Bar* . He 
can also reply to Galagirl. John's message will go to her mobile phone immediately, via the Satebc site 
and also sk on her mess£^e board for 24 hours. 

The search fedlity enables you to type in the RSVP member profile and learn whoe that mMiber is, if 
they are registered with the Satdx service ow/ they wish to be located
